First Day— Opening Session. 

JENNINGS, LOUISIANA, 
Friday, January 20, 1893. 



The First Session of the Gulf Mission of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
opened in Jennings, Louisiana, January 20th, at 1:30 p. m. 

Presiding Bishop. — Bishop Edward G. Andrews, D. D., LL. I)., was present 
and presided. 

Opening Religions Exercises.— Bishop Andrews formally opened the Mis- 
sion in order by reading the 9th chapter of the General Epistle to the Hebrews, 
with comments on selections from Romans and the First Epistle of John. The 
Mission then joined in singing, “When I Survey the Wondrous Cross,” etc. The 
Bishop addressed the Mission in a fatherly and spiritual manner, and proceeded to 
administer the Lord’s Supper to the members of the Mission, their wives and 
others present, assisted by the Presiding Elder, Rev. W. H. Cline, and Rev. Cyrus 
A. King. 

Organization. — Chas. K. Woodson and J. W. Mougey. were nominated for 
Secretary. 

Election by Yoice.— The Mission resolved to elect by voice vote, and Chas. K. 
Woodson was chosen Secretary. 

Assistant Secretary. — On motion of W. H. Cline, the Secretary was per- 
mitted to nominate* his assistant, and J. W. Mougey was nominated and elected 
Assistant Secretary. 

Statistical Secretaries.— On motion of W. H. Cline, Chas. K Woodson and 
J. W. Mougey were also elected the Statistical Secretaries. 

Election of Treasurer.— On motion, Lincoln F. Abernathy was elected 
Treasurer. 



Formation of the Roll of the Mission. — Forming the roll of the Mission was 
taken up, and the following were found present, and answered to their names 
respectively:

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Introduction. — S. L. Cary was introduced, and in a few well-chosen words 
welcomed the Bishop and members of the Mission to the homes and hospitality of 
the people of Jennings. Prof. S. A. Ivnapp, of Lake Charles, was introduced, and 
in a very happy manner addressed the Mission on behalf of Southwest Louisiana, 
and the “Prospective Future” of the work of the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
this section of our great country. 

Response. — Bishop Andrews graciously and pleasantly responded to both of 
these addresses. 

Time of Meeting. — On motion of Cyrus A. King, the hour for opening the 
business sessions of each day was fixed at 9 a. m. 

Nominations. — On motion, W. H. Cline and Cyrus A. King were appointed 
a committee to nominate the regular standing committees. 

Examination of Character. — The name of Lincoln F. Abernathy was called. 
He reported his work, and his character passed. The committee on examination 
in the course of study for the fourth year reported on his case favorably. General 
average on all the Books, eight and four-fifths. 

Recommendation for Elders Orders. — On motion, Lincoln F. Abernathy 
was recommended to the Louisiana Annual Conference for election to Elders 
Orders. 

Adjournment. — After the announcements the Mission adjourned with' the 
benediction by Bishop Andrews. 



EVENTING SERVICES. 

Friday Evening, 7:30. 

In the evening an interesting Educational meeting was held. Prof. S. A. 
Knapp p resided and Rev. Logan Rogers offered prayer. Rev. Lincoln F. 
Abernathy gave a very acceptable address on “The Ideally Educated Man. Prof. 
J. W. Mougey read a creditable paper on “The New Education ’ ProL b. A. Knapp 
closed the exercises by making a strong plea for wiser and better education in the 
home-life of childhood. Adjourned with benediction by Rev. W. H. Cline.

On Motion of W. H. Cline, J. W. Mougey was granted leave of absence for the 
remainder of the day. 

Introduction.- Mrs. Catherine Wilkins, President of the 6th District of the 
W. C. T. U.’s work in Louisiana, was introduced and addressed the Mission. 

After the announcements the Mission adjourned to meet at 4 p. m. Benediction 
by Bishop Andrews. 



SATURDAY AFTERNOON. 

Saturday Afternoon, 2 : 30 . 

In the afternoon a woman's meeting was addressed by Miss Susie Tyler, returned 
missionary and teacher of South Africa. Miss Tyler was born in Africa, educated 
at Boston, and went out as a teacher to the Zulus, spending the last ten years of her 
life in her chosen field near Natal, Africa. Miss Tyler speaks the Zulu language 
fluently and sang some of our old hymns in that strange tongue, to the great edi- 
fication of all present. After the address a committee, consisting of Mrs. Eleanor 
Beach, Mrs. Chas. Kistner, Mrs. Wm. Cary, Mrs. M iry Wright, Mrs. P. A. Drown 
was appointed to organize the work in our home field under the Woman’s 
Home Missionary Society. The committee proceeded then to organize itself by 
electing Mrs. Eleanor Beach, President, with Mrs. P. A. Drown Corresponding 
Secretary. A private contribution was taken by two or three ladies of the church 
to aid one of our missionaries, Rev. P.J. Robidoux, who endured great hardship and 
privation last year while laboring among the French Creoles. The meeting awakened 
considerable missionary zeal among the women of the church who were in attend- 
ance, and promises some biessed results in the near future. 
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AFTERNOON SESSION 4 p. m. 

Bishop Andrews promptly called the Mission to order at the close of the Wom- 
an’s meeting. The usual religious exercises were omitted. 

Minutes Read and Approved. — The minutes of the morning- session were 
read and approved. 

Report of Committees. — The committee on Sabbath Observance reported and 
the report was adopted. (See reports.) 

The committee on Bible Cause reported, and the report was adopted. (See 
reports.) 

Mission Treasurer’s Report. — The Treasurer of the Mission, Rev. Lincoln F. 
Abernathy, reported, and the report was adopted. (See Treasurer’s report.) 

Adjournment. — The Mission adjourned, with benediction by Bishop Andrews. 



EVENING SERVICE. 

Saturday Evening, 7:30. 

On Saturday Evening the Church Extension Anniversary was held, and able 
addresses were made by Rev. W. Cline and Rev. Cyrus A. King. Rev. P. A. 
Drown presided and Rev. Asbury Wilkinson led in prayer. The address of Rev. 
W. H. Cline on “The Organization of Our Work in Southwest Louisiana*’ was of 
special interest because of its historical value. 

This is a brief summary of the leading points touched upon in the address: 
In May, 1888, the Methodist Episcopal church was first organized among the white 
people by Rev. W. H. Cline within the bounds of what is now the “Gulf Mission.” 
The work has grown since then under the fostering care of W. H. Cline as Presid- 
ing Elder, aided by the pastors, to its present proportions. Now 6 organized charges 
with twenty appointments, 354 members, 65 probationers, 4 church buildings, 
worth $5500, and 2 parsonages, worth $1500, tell something of the work accom- 
plished, from a mere beginning, in five years. The work among the French Creoles 
was opened, 1891, b} T Rev.J.W. Mougey, Rev. P. J. Rodidoux and Rev. L. F. Aber- 
nathy, and has under great difficulties been carried on with varying success. The 
present outlook for this work is most encouraging, and with a larger measure of 
support a great ingathering of souls, with strong organized churches will result 
among this people.

Lot# Feast. — At 9:30 the Mission Love Feast was held in the church, led by 
Rev. Cyrus A. King, which was a special season of rejoicing and of blessed memo- 
ry. God added grace and glory. The testimony of so many who haye been 
deprived of church privileges, until the Methodist Episcopal Church came to 
furnish them with a religious home, demonstrates the wisdom of the church in 



/ 
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occupying this field. There are some within the bounds of this Mission who would 
never, perhaps, have heard the gospel without the ministration of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church ; and there are others who have not heard, and probably will 
never hear, the glad tidings of salvation unless she enlarges the borders and sends 
more laborers into this sadly-neglected portion of our Lord’s vineyard. 

Morning' Service. — Sunday morning at 10:30, Bishop Edward G. Andrews, 
I). D., LL.D., preached from the text, Matt. 10th chapter, 29th and 30th verses. 
Theme, “The General and Particular Providence of God.” The sermon of the 
Bishop was a powerful and convincing argument, eloquently set forth, on this 
difficult subject; and was of great comfort to all believers. It will not be for- 
gotten by those who heard it, and has already produced some very satisfactory 
fruit in this community. 



AFTERNOON SERVICE, 3 P. M. 

In the afternoon an important Temperance meeting was held, addressed by 
members of the Mission, Rev. L. F. Abernathy, Rev. Logan Rogers, Rev. P. J. 
Robidoux and others. Mrs. Catherine Wilkins, President of the W. C. T. U.’s 
work in Louisiana, spoke of the urgent need of pressing the work of more com- 
plete organization, and commended the ministry of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church for their untiring zeal and hearty co-operation in extending the work ol 
the Union throughout the parishes of her district. The various speeches brought 
out these interesting facts : 

No saloon in Cameron parish. No saloon in the city of Jennings. A cam- 
paign in Acadia parish to banish the saloon there. A good work, looking toward 
the same end, begun in other parishes and cities, with some promise of success. 
The effort made to secure total abstainers has resulted in saving several hundred 
in the past year from the ruinous effects of strong drink ; and this good work is 
being pressed by all the churches in nearly every town and ward in Southwest 
Louisiana. Rev. L. F. Abernathy acted as chairman of the meeting, and con- 
tributed largely to its success. 



EVENING SERVICE. 

Sunday Evening, 7:30. 

A very interesting Missionary Anniversary was held in the evening, in which 
the Congregational Church joined, Rev. P. J. Robidoux presiding. Prof. S. A. 
Knapp offered prayer. The lecture on “The Zulu and His Country” by Rev. 
Josiah Tyler, 40 years a missionary in South Africa, stationed at Natal, was- 
a real treat to all those who heard it, and gave a very graphic discription of life 
among the Zulus, and their peculiar manners and customs. 

Adjournment with benediction, by Rev. Mr. Tyler.

— The minutes of the last session wereread and 
approved. 

Incidental Collection. — An incidental collection was taken on Sunday even- 
ing amounting to $8.17. 

Special Request. — On motion of Chas. K. Woodson, W. H. Cline, Presiding 
Elder, was requested to furnish his report for publication in the minutes as a 
history of the organization of our work in Southwest Louisiana. 

Reports of Committees, — Statistical Secretaries reported, and their report 
was adopted. (See reports.) 

The committee on Church Extension reported, and the report was adopted. 
(See reports.) 

The committee on Education reported, and the report was adopted. (See 
reports.) 

The committee on the State of the Church reported, and the report was 
adopted. (See reports.) 

The committee on Sunday Schools reported, and the report was adopted. (Se% 
reports.) 

The committee on Temperance reported, and the report was adopted. (See 
reports.) 

The committee on publishing the minutes reported, and the report was 
adopted. (See reports.) 

Subscription to the Minute Fund. — In compliance with the report of the 
committee on Publishing the Minutes, the roll of the Mission was called. The 
Bishop and the brethren responded with a liberal subscription to the minute fund. 
(See subscription list under report of committees.) 

The committee on Missionary appropriations reported, and the report was 
concurred in by the Bishop. (See reports.) 

The committee on auditing Presiding Elder’s account reported, and the report 
was adopted. (See reports.) 

The committee on Missions reported, and the report was adopted. (See reports.) 

To Fix the Place for the Assembling of the Mission INext Year.— Crowley 
and Lake Charles were placed in nomination. Afterwards Crowley was withdrawn 
in favor of Lake Charles. By a rising vote, Lake Charles was unanimously chosen 
as the place of our next meeting. 

Complimentary Resolutions to Bishop Andrews were adopted by a rising 
vote, thanking the Bishop for his presence and efficient work, also for his words of 
wisdom and the deep interest which he has manifested in the work of this Mission. 
(See resolutions.) 
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Transfers.— The Bishop announced the transfer of Logan Rogers from the 
Louisiana Conference to the Kansas Conference.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

We recognize the great work that is being done by the Board of Education. 
We urge every Sunday school to observe Children's Day; to use the programme 
prepared by the Board; take a collection for the Children’s Day fund, and keep 
this collection distinct from every other, and send the same direct to 'the Board 
at lew York. 

BALDWIN ACADEMY. 

Baldwin Academy, beautifully located on Bayou Teche, is the only institu- 
tion of learning under the auspices of the Methodist Episcopal Church among 
white people in Southwest Louisiana. While we look with favor upon our pub- 
lic schools, yet we believe there is a work for Methodism in our Gulf Mission. 
There are many young people in Methodist homes, and those friendly to us, who 
are desirous of obtaining a more complete education than the public schools offer, 
and who, if the Methodist Church does not give it to them, will go without it or 
obtain it in other church schools. 

We therefore recommend Baldwin Academy, under the able and efficient 
management of Rev. J. W. Mougey, to all our people within the bounds of the 
Gulf Mission ; and further pledge our most hearty support and co-operation. We 
further recommend that the Superintendent of the Gulf Mission be appointed a 
committee on examinations; and that we, as the Gulf Mission, recognize this in- 
stitution as an object of our special care and patronage. We therefore recom- 
meud that all general collections for education, outside of Children's Day collec- 
tion, taken throughout the bound of the Gulf Mission, be devoted to our school 
at Baldwin. Louisiana.
